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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1.  Five  new  treated  stringers  were  put  into  Seaverns  Bridge  in 
the  summer  of  1952  and  a  new  floor  was  laid.  This  bridge  is  now  in 
first  class  condition. 

2.  Your  Selectmen  purchased  a  new  Adams  grader  in  accord- 
ance with  your  vote  and  appropriation  of  last  town  meeting.  The 
sum  of  $14,000.00  was  paid  to  the  R.  C.  Hazelton  Co.  for  this  ma- 
chine. It  is  a  diesel  powered  grader,  weighing  22,000  pounds,  equip- 
ped with  a  bulldozer  blade,  scarifier  and  regular  grading  blade.  At 
the  present  time  it  is  equipped  with  a  V  snow  plow  and  wing.  The 
plow  and  wing  are  on  a  rental  purchase  agreement.  The  Selectmen 
felt  it  desirable  to  equip  the  grader  for  snow  plowing  so  $1500.00 
of  the  $14,000.00  has  been  applied  toward  the  plow  and  wing.  If  the 
town  votes  to  purchase  the  plow  and  wing  the  rental  price  of  $1,- 
500.00  will  apply  to  the  purchase  of  the  plow  and  wing,  leaving  $1,- 
000.00  to  be  paid  in  order  that  the  town  may  own  the  plow  and 
wing. 

3.  The  town's  Town  Road  Aid  money  from  the  state  was  ex- 
pended on  preparing  the  foundation  of  another  section  of  the  Camp 
Sargent  Road. 

4.  During  1952  a  committee  consisting  of  Harold  Buker,  Dr. 
George  Baldry  and  J.  Wilson  French  investigated  the  problem  of 
town  dumps  and  have  chosen  a  new  location  and  plan  of  operation 
which  is  to  be  presented  at  town  meeting. 

5.  The  well  in  the  town  hall  yard  had  to  be  recovered.  A  new 
eight  inch  reinforced  cement  cap  was  made  to  completely  cover  the 
well. 

6.  The  abutments  to  Willow  Bridge  which  have  been  in  bad 
shape,  due  to  high  water  have  been  repaired  and  restored  to  first 
class  shape. 
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7.  Provision  for  the  erection  of  an  informational  and  direc- 
tional sign  have  been  made  at  the  junction  of  Depot  Street  and 
Route  #3  in  Merrimack,  by  the  construction  of  a  traffic  circle,  to  be 
made  out  of  cast  cement  curbing  with  the  center  of  the  circle  grass- 
ed over. 

8.  In  June  of  1952  the  Merrimack  Municipal  Court  was  es- 
tablished in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  last  town  meeting.  A  Court 
room  was  prepared  in  a  section  of  the  dining  hall  at  a  cost  of 
$226.34.

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obli- 
gations of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income ;  the  school 
board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
iaxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  apply  the  surplus  State 
Aid  amounting  to  $1200.  for  the  completion  of  the  McGaw  Elemen- 
tary school  project. 

10.  (If  article  9  does  not  pass  in  the  affirmative)  To  see  if 
the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1200.  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  McGaw  Elementary  School  project. 
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1 1 .  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $55,000.  for  the  construction,  equipment  and  furnishing  of

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THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Merrimack  School  Board: 

In  submitting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  condition  of 
your  schools  I  am  very  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  this  past  year 
has  been  marked  by  outstanding  cooperation  between  the  teachers, 
parents  and  local  organizations.  This  is  particularly  heartening 
because  in  many  Districts  the  schools  are  being  used  as  a  scapegoat 
or  release  for  the  tensions  and  anxieties  that  exist  in  our  society 
today.  It  is  only  through  the  continued  cooperation  of  all  groups 
in  town  that  the  School  Board  can  hope  to  satisfactorily  cope  with 
the  many  serious  problems  that  face  it  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  rapidly  increasing  school  population  continues  to  be  the 
most  pressing  problem  confronting  the  School  District.  With  the 
exception  of  grades  four  and  five  all  of  the  rooms  housing  pupils  in 
grades  one  to  eight  are  overcrowded.  If  this  condition  is  allowed 
to  continue  I  am  afraid  that  the  educational  background  of  many 
of  the  pupils  will  become  seriously  handicapped.  At  least  two  new 
teachers  should  be  employed  by  the  District  to  relieve  the  situation 
and  at  least  one  new  room  should  be  made  available  for  school 
purposes  next  year.  A  crisis  is  rapidly  approaching  when  a  definite 
decision  as  to  future  expansion  must  be  made. 

The  two  new  teachers  hired  as  replacements  this  year  in  every 
way  merit  the  confidence  placed  in  them.  They  as  well  as  the  rest 
of  the  fine  staff  are  making  every  effort  to  provide  the  best  possible 
education  for  the  pupils  of  Merrimack.  In  spite  of  the  handicap  of 
large  classes  and  in  two  cases  temporary  quarters,  I  have  heard  very 
little  complaining.  I  feel  I  should  point  out  how  fortunate  Merri- 
mack is  in  having  teachers  of  this  calibre.  It  is  going  to  become 
increasingly  difficult  for  the  small  and  medium  size  towns  to  hold 
its  teachers  as  many  of  the  neighboring  cities  are  not  only  paying 
much  higher  salaries,  but  are  now  finding  it  necessary  to  hire  mar- 
ried teachers  and  are  lowering  their  educational  requirements  to 
fill  vacancies  on  their  staffs. 

The  experiences  that  we  have  had  in  moving  the  Reeds  Ferry 
school  house  to  the  McGaw  site  clearly  shows  the,  problems  a  school 
board  faces  when  it  attempts  any  construction  job  by  itself  in  order 
to  save  the  District  the  added  fees  required  by  an  architect's  services. 
Once  the  work  is  completed,  the  children  attending  that  school  will 
have  the  advantage  of  a  much  larger  play  area  and  will  be  free 
from  the  traffic  hazard  that  has  been  present  at  the  old  site. 
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In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly 
thank  the  school  board  for  its  cooperation  with  me  during  this  past 
year.  In  spite  of  the  added  responsibilities  in  connection  with  the 
Reeds  Ferry  school  project  it  has  still  found  time  to  encourage  me 
and  give  advice  and  counsel  whenever  needed  as  I  attempted  to 
administer  the  schools  and  carry  out  school  board  policy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


January  1st  to  December  31st,  1952. 

On  January  7  a  School  Lunch  Program  was  started  under  the 
direction  of  Lane  Damon.  With  the  help  of  the  P.T.A.  and  other 
generous  individuals,  it  got  off  to  a  good  start.  At  first  Merrimack 
Grammar  and  the  High  School  were  the  only  ones  fed  but  later 
Reeds  Ferry  and  Thorntons  Ferry  were  included.  Mrs.  Marie 
Hevey  of  the  Commercial  Department  has  kept  the  records  and 
made  the  necessary  reports.  For  the  first  year  we  have  averaged 
about  ninety  meals  per  day. 

As  in  the  past,  two  prize  speaking  contests  were  held  this  year.

In  April  the  Annual  Senior  Play  was  put  on.  This  year's  play

WOTW,  Jean  Michie,  who  won  the  Nashua  contest  in  December, 
also  won  the  state  contest  and  received  a  television  set  as  a  prize. 

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year  a  Merrimack  contestant,  Janice 
Watkins,  won  the  Nashua  area  contest.  A  recording  of  her  speech 
has  been  sent  to  Concord  for  the  State  contest,  sponsored  by  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  connection  with  our  guidance  program,  Mr.  Frank  Mahoney 
from  the  State  Employment  office  at  Nashua,  gave  the  seniors  an 
aptitude  test  and  advised  each  one  as  to  the  type  of  work  for  which 
he  seemed  suited.     ■ 

On  April  3rd,  Mr.  Herbert  Fort,  the  Guidance  director,  had 
our  Juniors  and  Seniors  attend  a  career  day  at  Alvirne  where  they 
had  an  opportunity  to  both  hear  and  talk  with  people  in  various 
fields  of  work. 

As  the  result  of  a  study  group  composed  of  P.T.A.  members 
and  teachers,  a  meeting  was  held  in  May  with  the  parents  of  the 
eighth  grade  pupils  to  discuss  the  courses  offered  in  the  High  School. 
Mr.  Max  Gowen,  the  Agriculture  teacher  from  Nashua,  was  on 
hand  to  talk  to  anyone  interested  in  that  field. 

Our  Physical  education  program  was  expanded  this  year.  In 
addition  to  basketball,  baseball,  and  softball  for  the  high  and  junior 
high,  boys  and  girls  have  had  five  periods  per  week  for  out-door 
games  in  fair  weather  or  basketball  at  the  town  hall.  The  basket- 
ball awards  were  made  in  April  at  a  banquet  at  the  High  School. 
The  home  economics  department  prepared  and  served  a  turkey 
supper.  Funds  were  raised  by  the  Student  Council. 

The  American  Legion  and  Auxiliary  again  sponsored  two 
Juniors  to  study  state  government  at  the  University. 

E.  William  Michie  went  to  Boy's  State  the  week  of  June  15-20 
and  the  following  week  Patricia  Regan  attended  Girl's  State.  Later 
Patricia  represented  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  at  Washington, 
D.  C.  for  a  week  at  Girl's  Nation,  where  she  studied  the  national 
government  with  representatives  from  all  parts  of  the  U.  S. 

The  winner  of  the  D.A.R.  Good  Citizen  award  this  year  was 
Jean  Michie. 
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In  March  a  saving  stamp  program  was  started  and  at  the  end 
of  December  nearly  $550.00  in  stamps  had  been  bought  by  the 
students.
